DEPARTMENT TO THE TOURI SM DEPARTMENT.

BE I T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXI CO

Section 1. Section 7-1-6.38 NVSA 1978 (being Laws
1994, Chapter 145, Section 1, as anended) is anended to
read:

"7-1-6.38. DI STRI BUTI ON- - GOVERNMENTAL GROSS RECEI PTS
TAX. - -

A. A distribution pursuant to Section 7-1-6.1
NMSA 1978 shall be made to the public project revolving fund
adm ni stered by the New Mexico finance authority in an
anount equal to seventy-five percent of the net receipts
attributable to the governnmental gross receipts tax.
B. A distribution pursuant to Section 7-1-6.1

NMSA 1978 shall be made to the energy, mnerals and natura
resources departnment and the tourismdepartnment in an amount
equal to twenty-five percent of the net receipts
attributable to the governmental gross receipts tax. Forty
percent of the distribution is appropriated to the energy,
m neral s and natural resources departnment to inplenent the
provi sions of the New Mexico Youth Conservation Corps Act,
and sixty percent of the distribution is appropriated to the
tourismdepartnment for state park and recreation area
capital inprovenents, including the costs of planning,
engi neering, design, construction, renovation, repair,
equi pnent and furni shings.

C. The state pledges to and agrees with the
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hol ders of any bonds or notes issued by the New Mexico
finance authority, the energy, mnerals and natura
resources departnent, tourismdepartnment and payable from
the net receipts attributable to the governnental gross
receipts tax distributed to the New Mexico finance
authority, the energy, mnerals and natural resources
department or the tourismdepartnment pursuant to this
section that the state will not Ilimt, reduce or alter the
distribution of the net receipts attributable to the
governmental gross receipts tax to the New Mexico finance
authority, the energy, mnerals and natural resources
department, or the tourismdepartnment or limt, reduce or
alter the rate of inposition of the governmental gross
receipts tax until the bonds or notes together with the
interest thereon are fully nmet and discharged. This pl edge
and agreenent of the state shall be included in any
agreenent with the hol ders of the bonds or notes."

Section 2. Section 9-5A-3 NMSA 1978 (being Laws 1987,
Chapter 234, Section 3, as anmended by Laws 1997, Chapter
137, Section 1 and also by Laws 1997, Chapter 149, Section
2) is anended to read:

"9-5A-3. DEPARTMENT ESTABLI SHED. - -

A. There is created in the executive branch the
"energy, mnerals and natural resources departnment". The
departnment shall be a cabinet departnment and shall include
the foll ow ng organi zational units:
(1) the admnistrative services division
(2) the forestry division
(3) the energy conservati on and managenent

di vi si on;
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(4) the mning and m nerals division; and
(5) the oil conservation division

B. The state gane commi ssion is admnistratively

attached to the departnent.”
Section 3. Section 9-5A-4 NVBA 1978 (being Laws 1987,
Chapter 234, Section 4, as anended) is anended to read:
"9-5A-4. DIVISIONS--DUTIES. --1n addition to the duties
assigned to each division of the energy, mnerals and
nat ural resources departnent by the secretary of energy,
m neral s and natural resources:

A. the admnistrative services division shal
provide clerical, recordkeeping and adm ni strative support
to the departnent in the areas of personnel, budget,
procurenment and contracting;

B. the energy conservati on and managenent
di vision shall plan, adm nister, review, provide technical
assi stance, maintain records and nonitor state and federa
energy conservation and alternative energy technol ogy
progr ans;

C. the forestry division shall enforce and
adm nister laws and rules relating to forestry on | ands
within the state;

D. the mning and mnerals division shall enforce
and adm nister laws and rules relating to m ne safety, coa
surface mne reclamati on and abandoned m ne | ands
recl amati on; and

E. the oil conservation division shall adm nister
laws and rules relating to oil, gas and geot her mal
resources, except those |aws specifically adm ni stered by

anot her authority."”
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Section 4. Section 9-15A-3 NWVSA 1978 (being Laws 1991,
Chapter 21, Section 3, as anended) is anended to read:
"9-15A-3. DEPARTMENT ESTABLI SHED. --There is created in
t he executive branch the "tourismdepartnment”. The
department shall be a cabinet department and shall consi st
of four divisions as foll ows:

A. the travel and marketing division;

B. the New Mexico nmagazi ne division

C. the admnistrative services division; and

D. the state parks division."

Section 5. Section 16-2-2 NMSA 1978 (being Laws 1977,
Chapter 254, Section 113, as anmended) is anended to read:

"16-2-2. STATE PARK AND RECREATI ON ADVI SORY COWM TTEE
CREATED- - MEMBERSHI P- - COVPENSATI ON- - DUTI ES. - -

A. The "state park and recreation advisory
commttee" to the state parks division of the tourism
departnment is created. It shall be conmposed of seven to
el even nenbers appoi nted by the governor.

B. The parks and recreation advisory conmttee
shal |l provide advice and nake recommendations relating to
the admi nistration of parks and recreation areas. It shal
advise on all matters of policy, rules, the formulation of a
conpr ehensi ve statew de recreation plan and such ot her
matters as may be requested by the state parks division.

C. The parks and recreation advisory conmttee
shall neet quarterly or at the call of the chairman

D. The parks and recreation advisory conmttee
shall annually elect a chairman and vice chairman fromits
menbership. The state parks division shall staff the

committee."
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Section 6. Section 16-2-3 NMSA 1978 (being Laws 1977,
Chapter 254, Section 12, as anended) is anended to read:
"16-2-3. MEAN NG OF DESI GNATI ONS. - - Wherever in the
| aws of New Mexico reference is nade to the "state park and
recreation comission”, the termnmeans the state parks
di vision of the tourismdepartment. As used in Chapter 16
NMSA 1978, "secretary" nmeans the secretary of tourism”
Section 7. Section 16-2-10 NVMSA 1978 (being Laws 1935,
Chapter 57, Section 10, as anmended) is anended to read:
"16-2-10. SECRETARY AND EMPLOYEES PROHI Bl TED FROM
HAVI NG | NTEREST | N CONCESSI ONS. - - Nei t her the secretary nor
any menber of the tourismdepartnment shall have any interest
in, directly or indirectly, or in any manner be connected
wi th any concession granted to any person within any state
park or recreation area.”
Section 8. TEMPORARY PROVI SI ON- - TRANSFER OF PROPERTY
CONTRACTS AND STATUTORY REFERENCES. - -

A On July 1, 1999, all personnel, noney,
appropriations, records, equipnent, furnishings and ot her
property belonging to the state parks division of the
energy, mnerals and natural resources departnent shall be
transferred to the state parks division of the tourism
depart nment .

B. On July 1, 1999, all existing contracts and
ot her obligations of the state parks division of the energy,
m neral s and natural resources departnment shall be binding
on the state parks division of the tourism departnent.

C OnJuly 1, 1999, all references in law to the
state park recreation division or the state parks division

of the energy, mnerals and natural resources departnent
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shall be construed to be references to the state parks
di vi sion of the tourism departmnent.
Section 9. REPEAL.--Section 9-5A-6.1 NMSA 1978 (being

Laws 1997, Chapter 149, Section 3) is repeal ed.
